Telephone Co. Addition

The General Telephone Co.’s proposal for a one-story addition to its facilities at 650

and Planners. The vote was 8 to 1, with Commissioner Thurvin Fleetwood dissenting.

A similar proposal was recommended by the Planning Commission earlier this year,

“By éstablishing 4 municipal
court At the new Torrance site
and near the geographic cen-
ter of the judicial district,
there i§ less likelthood that in
the future the district will be
split into two districts, result-
ing in motre costly court opera-
tions.”

Sévekal members of the com-
mittee expressed the belief
that the above findings ad-
vanced by the county were very
strong arguments for moving
the entire court center to Tor-
rance,

In a live-and.letlive attitude,
however, they voted to demand
a new district, leaving the pres-
ent court establishment there
to handle thé beach cities.

The council will receive the
recommendations tomorrow
night.
